 Vehicle Accident – Town of Brookfield  

 

On Thursday, June 30, 2022, at 12:17 pm., the Village of Pewaukee conducted a traffic stop in 

the area of EB Capitol Dr. and Five Fields Rd on a vehicle with a wanted subject inside.  

During the initial stop, the passenger exited the vehicle and was taken into custody without 

issue.  When the passenger exited, the driver of the vehicle fled the scene.    

 

A squad from the Waukesha County Sheriff’s Office attempted to stop the vehicle, but the 

driver failed to stop causing a pursuit to ensue.  The vehicle then crashed on EB Capitol Dr  

near Barker Rd.  The 29 year-old-male driver from Milwaukee was taken into custody and 

transported to a local hospital via Flight For Life with non-life threatening injuries.  No other 

injuries occurred during the incident.
